PARIB, Dec. 2.—Christmas at the 


front will be as cheerful as the love and 
self-denial of well-nigh every family in 
France can make it. The spirit of those 
at home is not to give presents to one 
another, but to unite and «ive all to 
the son, father or brother serving with 


the flag. 

Many a family in France probably will 
dine meagerly tonight and tomorrow 
because of the packages of soft woolen 
things and boxes of delicacies which 
have gone to the kinsmen at the front. 
Then there are field glasses, wrist 
watches, sleeping bags and an amazing 
variety of campaign conveniences. The 
military administration has been most 
considerate in providing transport so 
that all this month vans loaded with 


supply trains back of the army. 
Champagne for Soldiers. 

Many a lone soldier without family 
has received various packages of things 
to eat, wear, smoke or drink from so- 
cieties and from the Government. The 
Ministry of War, among other things, 
is sending a bottle of champagne for 
every four soldiers ar the front. 

All the plum puddings in the shops of 
Paris have been taken by the French 
military to send to the British soldiers. 
The Belgian refugees, especially the 
children, are being so overfed that the 
committees in charge of them have 
postponed by agreement various dinners 
and entertainments so as to extend them 
over the next 10 days. King Albert of 
Belgium has sent a box of 5 cigars to 
each of the Belgian soldiers. All the 
hospitals have arranged concerts, reci- 
tations and stereopticon shows for con- 
valescing soldiers. The American am- 
bulance is bright with holly and mistle- 
toe.

Feasts Behind Firing Line.. 
While the men actually in the trenches 
will have to maintain the same strained 
alertness that they observe every day, 
and while there doubtless will be fierce 
lighting at certain points on the front, 
yet from 1590 to 2000 yards back of the 
infantry firing line arrangements have 
been made for plenty of jollity, which 
will include a chicken dinner and cham- 
yagne to drink with it. 
New Year’s day is a greater holiday 
in France than is Christmas, and if the 
military situation permits it, Gen. Jof- 
fre, the French Commander-in-Chief, 
will give orders that the soldiers serving 
in the trenches tomorrow will not have 
to be there on the first day of the new 
year. 
Where the French and German 
trenches are close together, there may 
be brief unofficial truces by common 
agreement for short periods of time. 
these understandings have not been un- 
known on other days, and they may be 
more frequent on Christmas day. 
It is likely that at midnight open air 
masses will be celebrated at many 
places back of the lines. 
In Paris the gay midnight supper 
party will not be seen; instead, the peo- 
ple will be in church at midnight mass. 
Never in the memory of the city have 
the churches been so full. Nowadays at 
every service, early or late, the sacred 
edifices are crowded.

LONDON, Dec. 24.—An interview with 


Secretary of State Bryan obtained by 
the Rev. D. MacFadyen at Northfield, 


Mass., Dec. 7, is prominently featured 
in the Westminster Gazette this evening. 
It relates particularly to the Belgian 
aspect of the war and the work of the 
Rev. Mr. MacFadyen in the Belgian be- 
half. 
The writer describes Bryan as one 
of the most discussed men in the United 
States. It is explained that his critics 
and political opponents say he is a sen- 
timentalist and speechmaker, but his 
friends and admirers say that he is one 
of America’s unrecognized great men, a 
great Democrat, an idealist and a cham- 
pion of the people’s cause, second to 
none.”’ 
By way of further explanation, che 
writer asserts: They say that it was 
nis generosity that made Mr. Wilson 
President and that he ought to have the 
next Democratic nomination.” ‘ 
The Rev. Mr. MacFadyeén added that 
when the interview was obtained Bryan 
¥ as sympathetic but rather deeply con- 
scious of the restraint of his office.“ 
Restraint Is Necessary. 


Special 


The interviewer quotes Secretary 
Bryan as follows: 
„Much as we may sympathize with 


your cause, and anxious as we are to do 
what we can to relieve the distress of 
the Belgians, we must do nothing and 
say nothing which can be construed into 
a violation of our attitude of political 
neutrality. The man in the street may 
speak as he feels, but neither Presi- 
dent Wilson nor myself could make any 
statement which might arouse the feel- 
ing that we were favoring any one na- 


tion of those now at war. 
“Our immigration laws were, of 
course, not framed for such an emer- 


gency as this, but if President Wilson 
were to promise any relaxation in favor 
or the Belgians the effect would prob- 
ably be to produce immediate opposition. 
People here are very independent. Ev- 
ery one says and does as he thinks best 
in Congress. 

“The real master of the situation is 
Congress.. If our immigration laws are 
to be modified, Congress must do it, and 
if approached through their chairmen of 
their own committees probably Congress 
and the Senate would agree in a case 
which is so fully supported by public 
sentiment as this. 

President in Sympathy With Plan. 
Mr. Wilson has already expressed his 
sympathy with your plan of bringing 
Belgian agriculturists to the United 
States. They should be welcomed here 
as a valuable addition to our citizens. 
The qualities of the Belgian gardener 
and farmer would be certain to secure 
success here if they get on to the right 
kind of soils, which are not so prolific as 
they were. 

“They must come to a definite settle- 
ment somewhere and not as paupers or 
as stray seekers of work adding to the 
slum population of our great cities 
where already we have a vast popula- 
tion of foreign immigrants whom we find 
it hard to assimilate. Our difficulty in 
a case of this kind is that we have so 
many nations represented in the states 
that they are very jealous. 

“Your case in England is different. Bel- 
gium was an ally, and everyone wanted 
to do something to show appreciation 
of the heroic defense of Liege. English 
hospitality was a payment of a debt of 
honor. But if we were to do heré what 


tions injured by the war would at once 
say, ‘Why not for us, too?’ 
“It is doubtful whether we could take 
any governmental action at all without 
calling out that sentiment. 

Glad to See Help Given. 
“On the other bd. we are glad to 
see everything done that can be done 
by private individuals or corporations, 
and we shall facilitate it in every way 
we can consistent with our political 
neutrality. 
But our action must be philanthropic, 
rather than political, and it must sot 
be represented as expressing indignation 
at what Germahy has done. However 
we may think or feel on that point, 
there are many .Germans in the United 
States who still justify everything Ger- 
many has done in Belgium. 
“Yes, the tribute to our American Am- 
bassadors and Consuls is Well deserved. 
They have come out well in the emer- 
gency. Perhaps an emergency like this 
is better suited to the geulus of Amer- 
icans than ordinary processes of diplo- 
macy. Our people have less experience 
in red tape and more initiative than 
most of those who take up the work of 
dipiomacy.”’

He traveled and studied in Rus- 
sia, Siberia, Manchuria, India, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, and visited the 
Arctic regions. with a party in search 
of the De Long expedition.

Joint Letter Mailed to Employers 
-of Labor Urges Co-opera- 
tion in Furnishing Work. 


In furtherance of the hire-a-man“ 


movement proposed by Mayor Kiel to 
members of the Business Men’s League, 
letters were sent today to every mem- 
ber of the league signed jointly by the 
Mayor and Sam D. Capen, the presi- 
dent, urging employers of labor in the 
city to see if they cannot find room 
for at least one more man in their 
establishments. 

Secretary Saunders of the league said 
many of the letters would not be de- 
livered until this afternoon and that it 
is too early to make any forecast of 
what effect the letters will have. The 
letter follows: 

“To the Members of the Business 
Men's League of St. Louis: 

In St. Louis, as in the other great 


cities of this country, the unemployed 
workers are suffering most keenly as 
the winter grows more severe. The 
distress here may be lightened greatly, 
if the work that is being done by a 
large number of people and wages paid 
for the work is distributed among a 
large number of families. 

We ask that the members of The 
Business Men's League bear this in 
mind in the management of their fac- 
tories, their offices, and their business 
generally. If 200 men working half 
time will satisfy your business de- 
mands, could you not employ them,“ 
rather than 1000 men working full time? 
It is better for 2000 families to be living 
on halp pay, than for:1000 families to 
be living on full pay and the other 1000 
families to be destitute. 

„Wherever business will at all justify, 
we hope that you will give employment 
to one more person, keeping in mind 
that the man of family who is a resi- 
dent of St. Louls—in other words, the 
man temporarily out of employment— 
should have preference.

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TAKING OF LODZ 


THe TURNING POINT, 
SAYS HINDENBURG 


Correspondent in East Learns 
Steady German Assaults 
Broke Russian Nerves. 


By Associated Press. 

LODZ, Russian Poland, Monday, Dec. 
21 (by automobile courier to Posen, Prus- 
sia, Dec. 23; London, Dec. 24).—The cap- 
ture of Lodz, according to a declaratior 
made today by Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg, the German commander, to a 
correspondent of the Associated Press. 
was the turning point of the campaign in 
Poland. 

The Russian lines in Northern Poland 
rested on this city, for the possession 
of which there occurred the bitterest 


After the Russians, following a most 
obstinate resistance on their part, were 
forced to evacuate the town, a general 
Russian retirement in the direction of 
Warsaw became necessary. 

Scene of Brilliant Exploit. 

Under guidance of Maj. von Holleben, 
a cousin of the late Baron von Holle- 
ben, who was at one time German Am- 
bassador to the United States, the As- 
sociated Press correspondent today 
visited some of the battlefields in the 
vicinity of Lodz and gained an idea of 
the nature of the operations which led 
to the capture of the city. 

According to the general alignment of 
the Austro-German forces, they might 
have been expected to advance from 
the west. As a matter of fact, the at- 
tack was made largely from the north 
and northwest. They drove their col- 
umns into the Russians in the form of 
a huge pitchfork, with another large 
force between tines of the fork. 

It looked for a time as if the Rus- 
sians would be forced. to retreat—if re- 
eat were at all possible in the face 
of the gigantic enveloping movements 
by the Germans—in the direction of their 
Warsaw base. 

The intention was to drive the Rus- 
sians into the arms of large Austro- 
German forces massed to cut off their 
retreat, but the timely arrival of Rus- 
sian reserves from Warsaw resulted in 
the breaking of the easternmost line of 
the fork, relieving the situation for the 
Russians. 

In one of the operations around Lodz 
occurred the celebrated cutting off’’ of 
two German corps, which, after being 
surrounded by the rapid advance of the 
Warsaw reserves, turned and cut their 
way out and brought with them 12,000 
of their would-be captors. The scene of 
this exploit, which a member of the 
general staff characterized as one of 
the most brilliant of the war, was 
Strykow, 10 miles to the northeast of 
Lodz. 

About the same distance west of Lodz 
is the little church yard of Beschici, 
where the Russians, in one of the final 
phases of the struggle for Lodz, showed 
that, 'in spite of their defeats and dis- 
couragements, they knew how to fight 
and die. This churchyard lies on a 
small eminence which formed a salient 
into the German lines. 

“In the east we have assumed the 

offensive and are advancing from Neid- 
enburg and Soldau (in East Prussia). 
We have repulsed the Russians after 
several days’ fighting at Mlawa (North- 
ern Poland) and the enemy’s positions 
at Mlawa again are in our hands. More 
than 1000 prisoners were taken in these 
battles. 
“At the confluence of the Bzura and 
Rawka rivers fierce bayonet attacks 
took place at many places. The artil- 
lery could do little on account of the 
misty weather. 

“The Russians suffered heavy losses 
on the right bank of the Pilica river in 
the district to the southeast of Tomas- 
zow. The Russians aftacked fiercely 
several times, but were repulsed by the 
Austro-German armies with heavy 
losses. 

“Further to the south the situation 
generally is unchanged.”’ 

The Germans were able to make an at- 
tack from three sides with infantry and 
artillery. All the Russian trenches were 
enfiladed by shrapnel from one direction 
or another, but the Russians clung to 
their positions obstinately. When the 
Germans finally captured the trenches 
878 Russian corpses were found in a 
space of about 80 square yards. It was 
resistance of this nature which the Ger- 
mans had to overcome to rapture Lodz. 
The Russians are again offering 
obstinate resistance, as was learned 
today from German staff officers, 
along the Bzura and the Rawka riv- 
ers on their positions running north 
and south along a line 30 to $5 miles 
west of Warsaw. 

Prussian “Anprall” Appalling. 

A captured Russian officer who 
speaks German said that what im- 
pressed him and his men most was 
the Prussian “Anprall”—the silent 
advance of the German troops, the 
assault by line after line of dark 
figures moving toward the Russian 
position like wavelets of a rising 
tide, in utter heedlessness of the 
Russian fire. They saw men fall, but 
the gaps were filled up instantly by 
others from the rear line and the 
advance kept on. All this gave the 
effect of something irresistible, the 
Russian officer said. To see the silent 
lines of Germans come on and on, 
despite all their efforts, tried them 
terribly, causing nerves to snap. 


The Russian evacuation of Lodz was 
effected so quietly and was Covered 80 
well that the Germans did not learn of 
it until the next morning, when they 
found that the Russian troops had dis- 
appeared. The usual German pight 
patrols had been sent out to keep in 
contact with the enemy, but the Rus- 
mans threw 4 thin, but impenetrable, 
screen before their front. Major Holle- 
ben’s battalion lost four of its most 
capable patrol leaders. 

German officers say that volley firing 
is still customary with the Russians, 
whereas the Germans have eliminated it 
in favor of individual firing. 

A large part of the population is busy- 
ing itself in the German trenches gal- 
vaging the wood which the Germans 
used for constructing their defenses.

HAD BEEN BILLED 
FOR GHENT TONIGHT 


City Now in Germans’ Hands 
‘Was to Have Commemorated 
Signing of Treaty. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 244.—Had the Buro- 
pean war not interfered, there would be- 
gin tonight in Ghent, Flanders, a cele- 
bration of the one hundredth anniver- 
gary of the signing of the treaty of 
Ghent by representatives of the United 
States and Great Britain. The Burgo- 
master of Ghent was to have tendered 
a banquet to 50 American, 50 English 
and 50 Canadian delegates in the hall 
where the treaty was signed. 

Later, Sulgrave Manor, the ancestral 
home of George Washington in England. 
was to have been presented to the Amer- 
ican people by the British Peace Cen- 
tenary Committee. The home already 
has been purchased. It probably will 
be rehabilitated and presented later. 

Hundred Years of Peace. 

Believing that, despite the war, the 
anniversary should not pass unobserved 
in the United States, a number of widely 
known citizens of this country who are 
interested in the movement have issued 
a communication asking that the day 
be remembered and celebrated at speci- 
fied dates beginning Feb. 14. The com- 
munication follows: 

“One hundred years ago today there 
was signed at Ghent, in Flanders, the 
treaty of peace between Great Britain 
and the United States, which marked 
the close of wnat has happily proved to 
be the last war between English-speak- 
ing peoples of the earth. Today the city 
of Ghent is at the very center of the 
terrible conflict that rages in Europe. 

„The American Peace Centenary Com- 
mittee cannot permit this anniversary 
to pass without inviting the thoughtful 
attention of their fellow citizens to the 
contrast presented by the century-long 
period of peace which English-speaking 
peoples have enjoyed among themselves 
on the one hand, and the appalling de- 
struction of life, property and great 
monuments of civilization which the Eu- 
ropean war involves on the other. It 
had been our confident hope that the 
example which the English-speaking peo- 
ples have set in their relations with 
each other would be followed by the 
other great nations of the earth in their 
several international relations. It had 
been our earnest desire that the spirit 
of peaceful and friendly co-operation 
which each of these peoples manifests 
toward the people of the United States 
would also mark their dealings with 
cne another. Unfortunately this was 
not to be, and we are sorrowfully called 
upon to mark our centenary celebration 
in the midst of the most terrible and de- 
structive war that history records. 

Undefended Boundary a Link. 
“Even at such a time we must avow 
once more our emphatic faith in the su- 
premacy of justice over force, of law 
over might. We rejoice in the peaceful 
relations of a hundred years among all 
English-speaking peoples, and particular- 
ly in the undefended and unfortified line 
of nearly 4000 miles in length, which di- 
vides the territory of the United States 
from that of the Dominion of Canada. 
The mutual trust, forbearance and help- 
fulness which make that undefended 
boundary a link and not a barrier be- 
tween two peoples, we offer as an ex- 
ample to our warring brothers across 
the sea.

It Will Have Tremendous 
Business After War.

After six vears of darkness, Walton 
road, in Midland Heights, St. Louis 
County, fs going to have light. To Miss 
Olive Campbell. belongs the credit for 
achieving what the men of Walton road 
have falle to do. The assurance that 
the road is to be lighted is Miss Camp- 
bell’s Christmas present to the com- 
munity. It represents a month’s efforts 
in getting the neighbors in line and ob- 
taining their subscriptions for the lights. 

The four blocks nearest the Creve 
Coeur line are to be lighted. Twelve 
families will be benefited. The fund 
raised by Miss Campbell is to pay the 
light bills for a year. After that she 
hopes that the men will see the lights 
are kept burning. 

For six years the residents have been 
talking about getting lights. Several 
times attempts were made to raise the 
necessary amount, but they failed. Miss 
Campbell, who is a stenographer em- 
ployed in Clayton, kept at it until the 
money was raised, and yesterday she 
went to the office of the Electric Com- 
pany of Missouri and paid over the 
money and the contract was signed. 

Officials of the company learned then 
that the O0. Campbell’’ who had been 
corresponding with them about it and 
who had been addressed by them as 
“Dear Sir’’ in their answers was a 
young woman. Miss Campbell had seen 
fit to carry on the negotiations under 
the name of O. Campbell, Tearing that 
the officials would not have confidence 
in her project if they knew she was a 
young woman.

As for the slides in the canal, he said 
that Gold Hill appeared to be settling. 
He thought it might be necessary for the 
dredges to work possibly another year 
in the big cut. The canal is doing very 
satisfactory work, he said. Ships go 
through in eight hours and are put 
through three locks in 55 minutes. 

“The number of men now employed 
is 25,000,“ Col. Goethals said. ‘‘When 
some of the construction work is com- 
rleted the force will be cut to 7000. I 
estimate that the cost of operating the 
canal a year will be $5,000,000. There is 
no question about the canal being self- 
sustaining, even with the present show- 
ing. There will be a tremendous busi- 
ness at the close of the war. 

“We have had some trouble with 
liquor. I personally believe in the can- 
teen, but we cannot have it under the 
luw. The men go into Panama and 
Colon and bring back liquor into the 
zone. Whenever it is necessary to dis- 
charge men, the drinking man is the 
first to go.“ 

Col. Goethals said the armament of 
the canal was practically complete.

SECOND BIG GOLD STRIKE 
MADE IN COLORADO MINE 


New Found Pocket Expected to Pro- 
duce £10,000 qo $25,000 to 
the Ton. 

DENVER, Colo., Dec. %-—A second 
strike, ‘which is believed to eclipse the 
richness of the ore uncovered recently 
in the treasure cave at the 1200-foot 
level, was reported today from the Cres- 
son Mine at Cripple Creek in the 1300- 
foot level. Ten thousand to $25,000 a ton 
is the estimated value of the ore con- 
tained in the richest portion of the sec- 
ond strike. 

This ore lies in a narrow streak 
through an ore chute running from 15 
to 80 feet wide. The formation of this 
second strike is practically identical 
with that found in the _ pear-shaped 
treasure chamber 100 feet above. 

The filling consists of myriads. of brec- 
cia and sylvanite crystals, richly laden 
with gold. The ore, for the most part, 
can be mined with a pick, without blast- 
ing. and in some instances is so soft that 
pit can be crumbled dy hand.

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A MPKINLEY LINES “ARBITRARY” ? 
Just as the Laclede Gas Co. withdraws its re- 
quest for permission to make a charge for meter 
‘rental, another public service corporation pre- 
pares to submit an inopportune demand to the 
State Commission. The MoKinley trolley lines 
eo ee 
from 5 cents to 10 cents. 

The McKinley lines gained favor: in the com- 
munity on the distinct promise to eliminate all 
semblance of 3 bridge arbitrary in trolley traf- 
fic. On that express condition the company ob- 
tained its valuable franchises in St. Louis. Hav- 
ing acquired the rights it desired, it began com- 
puting fares to interior points in Illinois on the 


City mileage. Its claim that on this traffic it was 
subject, not to its franchise obligations, but to 
the jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, did not strike the public as evidencing 
good faith and an honest adherence to obliga- 
tion. Now it defiantly seeks to have the same 
1(-cent rate sanctioned on local cars that shuttle 
between the two sides of the river. 

While the line comes into the city by such 
a route as to make the ride between the two cities 
comparable in length to rides for which only 6 
cents is charged on United Railways lines, the 
vital element in the situation is the facilities 
furnished for crossing the Mississippi. Until the 
completion of the free bridge, the increase would 
make it impossible to get across for less than the 
exorbitant charge over the Hads Bridge. To give 
official countenance to the increase would make 
a joyous vindication for Hads monopoly. °- 

If authorized, to compensate for lessened traf- 
fic due to abnormal war conditions, we may be 


sure that the increased fares would be reduced 
a numerous from those able to give little.

And instead of go- 

ing home to their families for a few 

days’ breathing space of peace and good 

will, the soldiers will stay in the field, 

and will celebrate the birth of the Prince 

of Peace by industrious efforts at whole- 
sale killing. 

Yet their respective Governments, as 
well as their dear ones, are busy with 
special efforts to make the great day 
as pleasant as possible for the luckless 
warriors. Arrangements have been made 
for transporting boxes and packages 
from the homefolks to the front, and the 
military fare will be supplemented, 
wherever it is possible,. by Christmas 
dainties. 

Each nation’s army has its own pe- 
cullar tastes in the matter of Yuletide 
delicacies as well as of Yuletide ob- 
servances. These as far as may be, 
will de .humored. 

The Russlans and the Serbs, who 
are adherents of the Greek Church, will 
not celebrate Christmas until Jan. 7, 
and the Turks and Japanese know not 
Christmas. But the other nations in- 
volved in the struggle of the centuries, 
as a whole, will observe simultaneously 
the great festival of Christendom. 

For those at home, worn by grief or 
fear, this Christmas will be but a ghast- 
ly mockery of the merry Yuletides of 
the peaceful past. The soldier, however, 
with that grim fatalism which marks 
his trade, will not permit the ever- 
present possibility of death to mar the 
jolity of the day. In England this 
Christmas will partake somewhat of the 
characteristics of that still Christmas“ 
proclaimed by Henry VIII, during the 
days of a great plague, when all rejoic- 
ing and merriment were sternly re- 
pressed by royal edict. But while the 
home folks mourn and feel little im- 
pulse for gayety the man at the front 
must be kept cheerful.

The 
plum pudding—which doubtless inspired 
the American mince pie—has been an 
English Christmas delicacy for centu- 
ries. King Arthur made a plum pud- 
ding large enough for the whole court 
te “eat thereof,” according to a. recipe 
which has been handed down for gen- 


erations: 
A bag pudding the King did make 
And stuffed it well with plums, 
And in it put great lumps of fat 
As big as my two thumbs. 

It is unlikely that the French soldier 
will partake of Strassburg pie, made 
of truffies and slices of goose liver, but 
he will at least have plenty of boudin,“ 
or black pudding, without which no 
French Christmas is complete. 

Carp Cooked in beer is a favorite re- 
past of the Germans at their Yuletide 
feast. It is improbable that many of 
the Kaiser’s soldiers will be regaled 
with this typically Teutonic food, but 
they will be provided with mohn- 
plelen,“ which is made of white bread, 
raisins, poppy seed and nuts stewed in 
milk. 

The German at Christmas also par- 
takes of cakes of various kinds, m- 
cluding the marizipan tart, the Dres- 
den stollen, Brunswick honey cakes and 
Nurenberg ginger cakes. The Weih- 
nachtsfest“ of the German soldier will 
be a poor affair if he is not plentifully 
supplied with the Christmas cakes of 
his native country. 

The Christmas delicacies of Austria 
are as varied as the nationalities of 
Franz Josef’s kingdom. Vienna pud- 
ding, poppy seed and nut cakes, and 
fruchtbrod, made of chopped figs, dates.

their gifts before and not after Christ- 
mas. 

Every merchant in England is ex- 
pected to contribute to the Christmas 
boxes of the servants of his custom- 
ers, but it is likely that the gratuities 
this year will be much smaller than in 
more prosperous and peaceful times. 
While the Boxing day custom is not 
nearly so general as in the past, it is 
still far from extinct. 

In some sections of England on Box 
ing day the poor inhabitants of the 
parish have made it a point to call at 
the rectory, where the rector was ex- 
pected to provide all the bread, cheese 
and ale they could consume. This gen- 
tle custom was usually productive of a 
drunken orgy, for few of the men could 
resist the temptation to keep drinking 
the ale so freely provided until they 
were unable to held another drop. This 
custom was finally abolished early in 
the nineteenth century. 

At the front there are thousands to 
whom the absence of Boxing day this 
year will be a sharp deprivation. And 
nundreds of thousands will miss the 
home festival they love. Hence tha 
special effort on the part of commis- 
sariats and friends alike to make up to 
them for the loss. , 


SOME NEW RECIPES. | 


Rice Croquettes—Two cups of rice, 
2 teaspoons salt, one-half teaspoon grat- 
ed nutmeg, 2 eggs, 8 tablespoons of 
milk, bread crumbs. Wash the rice in 
several waters, put on to boil with 4 
quarts boiling water, boil 30 minutes, 
drain. Beat 1 egg with 2 tablespoons 
milk and add to the rice; add the salt 
and nutmeg, mix well; take a dessert- 
spoonful into floured hands, shape into 
croquettes before the mixture gets cool 
After all are done beat 1 egg with 1 
tablespoon milk until well mixed. Dip 
the croquettes in egg, then roll in bread 
crumbs; fry in deep fat (hot) until 
brown. Cheese sauce. 


Frosted Lemon Pie—Yolks of 2 eggs 
and 1 cup of sugar beaten together. 
Add 2 tablespoons of flour, 1% cups 
sweet milk; put in a double boiler; 
cook until it thickens like cream. Take 
from stove. When cool, add the juice 
of 1 large lemon. Line a deep plate 
with crust, pour in the mixture. Bake 
till crust is done. Frost with the 
whites of 1 eggs. Put back in the 
oven till the frosting is a delicate 
brown. 


Esecalloped Fish—One and three- 
fourths cups flaked fish (cod, haddock 
or halibut), 1 cup white sauce, bay leaf, 
parsley, % slice onion, salt and pepper, 
% cup buttered crumbs. Scald the milk 
for the white sauce with the bay leaf, 
parsiey and onion. When the white 
sauce is made, finely chopped parsley 
may be added. Cover the bottom of a 
baking dish with fish and season with 
salt and pepper. Pour on/some of the 
sauce. Repeat until the dish is full. 
Cover with buttered crumbs and bake in 
a hot oven until brown.

The first one was his favorite 
“occipital” punch, landed just behind 
the ear. McCarty’s failure to take the 
count after he had dropped to the mat 
made him a mark for Smith's swing to 
the face. Again McCarty dropped, this 
time to the ropes. When he regained 
his feet Smith swung again to the face 
and as McCarty was too weak to guard 
himself the punch found a mark on his 
chin. Tone then interfered, 

Up to the time that Smith made his 
winning rally McCarty had more than 
held his own. 


McCarty Proves Game. 


The first round was a lively one. 
McCarty was not in the slightest de- 
gree afraid of the Gunner's prestige 
and tore into him from the bell. 
Twice McCarty sent Smith to the 
ropes, once with a square left to the 
left eye that nearly closed it, and 
once with a right on the chin that 
sent the Gunner's head _ rocking.

Talk With Farrell. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—Many compli- 
cations remain to be adjusted before the 
control of the New York American 
League club passes to Col. Jacob Rup- 
pert Jr. and Capt. T. L. Huston, ac- 
cording to statements given out here 
today. The prospective purchasers stated 
‘that the deal for the purchase of the 
Yankees had not been completed, but 
added that if certain details were 
worked out that they expected to take 
over the franchise within a few days, 
President Frank J. Farrell declared that 
he still controls the club and from 
other sources it was learned that no

The estern teams this year will 
g« East in May, July and August, 
while the Eastern clubs will come 
West in June, Avgusteand September. 
There will be only five conflicts with 
American League clubs, and all five 
are Sunday dates in Chicago, where 
the two parks are so widely separat- 
ed that neither club suffers much 
from opposition. There will be no 
conflicts in St. Louis and none in any 
of the Eastern cities.
